The character and extent of the

of a Xational I'oimcil composed of the 
present Irish .M l''s. witiv forty-seven 
additional eouncillors, elected for 
laiper iiita^ than the present Parlia- 
mentary Divisiiuis by ratepayers val- 
ued at t'L'li «r over. It is suj,'>,'csled 
tliat the coiineil sliould have power 
to deal with private bills, and that 
there should be established certain 
departments of State ((in aubatitu- 
tion, we presume, for the existing 
Castle boards) to be made responsible 
to the Irish Xational Council, and al- 
so an Irish exchequer into which 
money now allotted for Irish pur- 
pones will be paid. .\s it is proposed 
to retain the Irish representation at 
AVestniinster, this Irish council Would 
sit (Uil\ when the Westminster I'lir- 
liument is not in session. \s to the 
exchequer, it is >lali-d that init of 
f 9.00(1.1)00 raised by taxes in Ireland, 
alMiiit £4,000,000 miiv l»e placed at the 
disposal of the NatJonul Council for 
administrative purpoaes. Iliis is not 
an extraordinarily comurehensi^e 
scheme of home rule, though un- 
doubtedly it would mark a r^y 
great improvement in the present 
state of thing*. At all events it is 
no more than a forecast, and the 
s<*heme when finally produced by the 
Oovernment may differ in many 
inateinal respects.

aculoiut dn its origin. Well did St.

Or if our Lord had employed 
In the service of his religion tlie poets 
and orators, the historiana and liter- 
ary men of bis age; if he had in- 
spired a Virgil and an Ovid, a Cicero 
and a Tacitus to wield their pens 
and raise their voices in attestation 
of the new religion, then the world 
would cry : There is no miracle here, 
for the Cliristian reliirioii was pro- 
pagated not by the lolly of the cross 
lint by "the persuasiie words of hii- 
iiian wisdom." Or if our .Savior had 
appeared as the possessor and dis- 
triiiiiti r of immense wealth, if he had 
lavished bribes and iMninties to in- 
duce men to embraee. his religion, 
then tlie world wouUi say: There 
is no miracle here, for men were 
drawn to the Christian religion not 
by "the pearl of great price" but by 
the gold that glitters. But when we 
behold the reUgion of Christ estab- 
lished by the weapons df weakness, 
humility, and poverty we are forced 
to exclaim: "The finger of Ood is 
here." 

Who iiisjiiieil the primitive Chris- 
tians, with their iinipiemhable /eul 
and enthusiasm -an eiil liiisia^ni en- 
during lor i-eiitiiries and esleiiiling 
over the known world; an i nthiisiasin 
in an iiiipopiilar and liiited cause.' 
Who raised them to that high plane 
of moral rectitude? Who imjiressed 
them with that unclouded faith in 
the imihortality of the soul and in a 
future destiny? Who imparted to 
them the power of working miracles? 
Who gave them that Indis.soliible or- 
If-ini/atioii, cemented not by force 
bill formed by the golden bonds of 
love? 

Who w.is it but the Lord of Hosts! 
It was he who said: "(io. teach all 
nutioiis, and behold I am with you all 
days, even to the eonsuniniat iuii of 
the world." it was he who said: 
"Fear not, I have conquered the 
world." It was he who said: "The 
race Js not to the swift nor the battle 
to the strong." It was be who said: 
"Ve have not choaen me, but I have 
chosen you. that ye should go, and 
bring forth fruit, and your fruit 
should remain." 

.My brethren, imitate your fore- 
fathers ill the faith by your uncloud- 
ed I.elief ill an iiiiiiiortal destiny.
